The first Delmonico was a Swiss 
chef, who arrived in New York in 
1825 with $2 as capital and set up a 
little eating house. Apparently he 
was a good cook, for his place pros- 
pered, He sent back to Switzerland 
for more of his family to come and 
help him, and as the city grew and 
the Delmonicos became more fashion- 
able, more of the tribe emigrated. 
Until the establishment at Fifth 
| Avenue and Fourteenth Street closed 
| its doors. Delmonico’s was always in 
jthe hands of a member of the Del- 
monico family. Its first great boom 
came shortly after the close of the 
American civil war. It became the 
fashion to have tea or a meal at Del- 
monico’s where a luxury and gaiety 
never before seen in New York, had 
established themselves, The restaur 
rant shifted its sight more than half 
a dozen times, and always, with the 
possible exception of the last move, 
to its great advantage. The owners 
seemed to have an instinctive know- 
ledge as to how the town was going 
to extend and managed to get their 
new premises before prices for real 
estate had become excessive. In the 
course of ninty-eight years, they 
must have rolled up a dozen fortunes 
for the various proprietors of the 
restaurant, 


No Mere Lobster Palace 

Delmonico’s was not the expensive 
place that it was generally supposed 
to be by people who saw it for the 
first time. One could get a first-class 
meal for less than $2. Of course, if it 
were a special occasion Delmonico 
was prepared to present a banquet 
that would cost $300 a plate. Such 
banquets, of course, would include 
vintage wines such as few American 
millionaires had in their cellars, and 
no doubt the chefs who personally 
interested themselves in these special 
occasions received salaries that were
